The  Journal  of  Commerce  says  that  Mr  Biddle  has 
left  a  history  of  the  most  important  events  ot  his  life,  with 
the  associates  who  advised  and  assisted  him,  and  that  the 
book  will  be  published.  Such  a  work  will  be  looked  for 
with  interest.

The  House  of  Representatives  have  concurred  in  the 
proposition  of  the  Senate,  that  the  Convention  for  revising

This  was  the  great  burden  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  It  was  a  monstrous  abuse,  and  was  the  main 
cause  of  the  popular  odium  which  cow  everywhere  exist¬ 
ed  against  the  establishment.  No  reform  could  be  suc¬ 
cessful  that  did  not  begin  with  this. 

Mr.  Simmons  also  remarked  that  the  present  laws  were 
and  would  be  evaded.  Laws  which  are  felt  to  be  unrea¬ 
sonable  will  not  be  obeyed.  The  subject  is  to  be  resumed 
next  week.  Meanwhile  let  the  people’s  voice  be  heard. 
A  reduction  of  postage  to  a  proper  limit  is  one  of  the 
most  important  subjects  now  before  Congress;  and  if 
buccessfhlly  carried  on  i,  will  be  the  means  of  incalculable 
good  to  the  community. 

The  other  matters  before  the  Senate  were,  a  bill  for  the 
improvement  of  the.Fox  and  Wisconsin  rivers,  and  a  bill 
for  adjournment  on  the  27th  of  May  next,  which  passed ; 
and  several  memorials  against  an  alteration  of  the  tariff. 
The  resolutions  of  the  Pennsyvania  Legislature,  which 
passed  nearly  unanimously,  instructing  the  Senators  to 
oppose  any  modification  of  it,  were  presented  by  Mr. 
Sturgeon. 

Oregon  in  the  House. 

The  Oregon  question  has  been  also  before  the  House. 
It  took  place  on  a  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Affairs,  declaring  it  inexpedient  to  notify  Great  Britain. 
Mr.  C.  J.  Ingersoll,  of  Pa.,  made  a  violent  speech  in 
favor  of  immediate  notice— attacking  Great  Britain  and 
the  Webster  Treaty  with  considerable  bitternes.s. 

Mr.  WiNTHEop,  of  Mass.,  m^de  a  very  successful  re¬ 
ply,  opposing  the  rashness  of  taking  such  a  step  nowi 
after  we  had  slumbered  thirty  years  on  the  joint  occupa¬ 
tion,  just  as  an  Ambassador  had  arrived  here  to  treat  on 
it;  and  concurring  in  the  sentiments  of  a  speech  of  Mr. 
Calhoun  in  the  Senate,  that  “  a  wise  and  masterly  inac¬ 
tivity”  was  all  we  needed- that  time  would  place  us  ia 
possession  of  all  the  territory  we  wanted.  He  defended 
Mr.  Webster,  saying  that  not  only  the  Maine  delegation, 
but  five-sixths  of  the  Senate,  and  five-sixths  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  Maine  and  Massachusetts,  as  well  as  the  whole 
Union,  jnsiified  that  treaty.  He  exposed  with  much  se- 


The  very  important  case  of  the  Gueen  vs.  MillLs,  in 
which  was  involved  the  question  of  the  validity  ot  Pres¬ 
byterian  marriages,  has  deceived  the  judgment  of  the 
Lord  Chancellor.  He  declares  all  marriages  performed 
by  clergymen  not  belonging  to  the  Established  Church 
are  invalid!  The  dacision  of  t'te  House  of  Lords  is  not 
yet  rendered;  but  can  hardly  sustain  this  monstrous 
position,  by  which  thousands  of  marriages  in  tha  kingdom 
will  be  at  once  declared  null  and  void.  All  this  new¬ 
born  zeal  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  influence  of  the  fana¬ 
tical  exclusive  doctrines  of  High-Churchism.  Let  the 
oppression  go  on— it  will  soon  provoke  an  effectual  re¬ 
sistance. 

The  landholders  and  aristocracy  are  making  decided 
effort;>  to  counteract  the  movements  of  the  anti-Corn-Law 
party.  An  anti-league  has  been  formed,  which  is  called 
“the  Metropolitan  Society  for  the  Protection  of  British 
Agriculture.”  Of  this  body  the  Duke  of  Richmond  is 
the  President,  and  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent. 

The  Anti-Corn-Law  League  meetings  continue  to  be 
held  weekly  in  Covent  Garden  Theater.  Mr.  O’Connell 
attended  the  meeting  held  on  Wednesday  week,  and 
received  an  enthusiastic  welcome. 

The  Brituh  government  are  busily  engaged  in  convey¬ 
ing  .large  quantities  of  arms  and  ammunition  to  the 
different  garrison  towns  of  Ireland,  in  pursuance  of  the 
system  of  military  occupation  of  the  country ;  the  tory 
mode  of  governing  Ireland  in  the  nineteenth  century. 
There  are  two  war-steamers,  the  Tartarus  and  the 
Stromboli,  guarding  the  Kerry  coast. 

The  London  papers  state  that  the  dispute  between 
Mexico  and  Great  Britain  has  been  adjusted,  and  that  a 
good  understanding  subsists  between  the  two  countries. 
This  will  make  a  Mexican  war  more  troublesome  to  us, 
if  it  occur. 

Spain, 

The  partial  insurrection  in  Spain  was  dying  away. 
Gueen  Christina  had  set  out  for  Madrid,  and  reached 
Lyons  on  the  19th  6f  February.  Her  daughter,  the 
Gueen  Isabel,  was  to  meet  her  at  Aranjuez. 

The  marriage  of  the  Gueen  with  a  Neapolitan  Prince 
is  said  to  be  abandoned,  and  ncgociations  are  in  progress 
for  her  union  with  the  Duke  ot  Cadiz,  son  of  the  Infant 
Don  Francisco  de  Paula. 

Portugal. 

A  new  insurrection  had  been  igoing  on  in  Portugal,  at 
the  date  of  the  latest  advices.  It  was  limited  to  the 
military  and  was  speedily  put  down.  Count  Bonfine,

Slave  Representation. 

Mr.  Dromooole,  of  'Va.,  reported  two  resolutions  res¬ 
pecting  the  resolutions  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
praying  an  amendment  ot  the  Constitution,  so  as  to  abol¬ 
ish  the  slave  representation,  to  the  effect  that  this  conces¬ 
sion  having  been  made  for  the  sake  of  adopting  the  Con¬ 
stitution,  ought  to  be  held  sacred,  and  that  no  proposition 
for  that  purpose  ought  to  be  entertained.  They  were 
agreed  to— ayes  127,  nays  41. 

The  impression  is  very  general  that  a  treaty  with  Texas 
for  her  own  annihilation,  has  been  agreed  upon,  and  will 
shortly  be  sent  to  the  Senate  for  confirmation.  But  will 
it  pass  ?  There  are  too  many  reasons  to  fear  it.  North¬ 
ern  submission  to  Southern  dictation  has  become  so 
much  a  habit,  that  it  may  almost  certainly  be  calculated 
on.  There  are  abundant  rumors  that  liberal  offers  of 
Texas  lands  and  scrip  are  made  to  reluctant  Senators — 
perhaps,  alas !  not  without  effect.  But  every  Northern 
man  who  lends  a  hand  to  accomplish  such  a  momentous 
evil,  should  be  remembered  and  marked.

Arrival  af  the  Caledaaiaa 

The  Caledonia  arrived  at  Boston  on  the  22i  inst. 
bringing  European  news  to  March  6ih. 

Termination  of  the  Irish  Trials, 

The  trials  of  Mr.  O’Connell  and  others,  after  twenty- 
five  days  duration,  have  been  concluded,  and  each  of  the 
Traversers  has  been  fonnd  guilty,  but  the  sentences  are 
deferred  until  the  ne;tt  term.  Mr,  O’Connell  has,  on  be¬ 
half  of  himself  and  his  companions,  protested  against  jhe 
verdict,  and  has  intimated  that  so  soon  as  sentence  shall 
have  been  passed,  he  will  have  the  matter  submitted  to 
the  whole  ^dy  of  judges  in  Ireland,  and  that,  if  their  de¬ 
cision  .shonld  be  unfavorable,  he  will  appeal  to  the  House 
of  Lords.  In  the  mean  time  he  has  made  his  way  up  to 
London,  and  taken  his  place  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
Ireland  is  said  to  have  been  perfectly  tranquil  since  the 
rendition  of  the  verdict. 

There  is  donbt  expressed  whether  any  farther  proceed¬ 
ings  will  take  place  against  the  accused.  An  influential 
Irish  paper  says,  on  what  it  deems  good  authority,  that 
the  Duke  of  Wellington  is  determined  that  Mr.  O’Connell 
shall  not  be  sent  to  prison,  believing  that  the  moral  effjct 
of  a  conviction  will  be  sufficient,  and  that  the  punishment 
would  be  a  useless  piece  of  severity. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Liverpool  Mercury  of  the  ICih 
ult,  aays :  “  It  is  foolishly  imagined  by  some,  that  the 
traversers  will  not  be  called  up  for  judgment;  this  opin- 
'on  is,  in  the  opinion  of  well  informed  persons,  totally  at 
variance  with  what  will  occur.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
peace  of  the  country  will  bs  preserved,  which  ia  very 
doubtful.” 

On  the  13ih  ult.  Lord  John  Russell  brought  forward 
his  promised  motion,  for  a  committee  of  the  whole  house 
to  take  into  considtration  the  state  of  Ireland.  Its  dis¬ 
cussion' occupied  the  House  of  Commons  for  nine  n'ghts, 
and  the  result  was,  that  it  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  225  for, 
and  324  against,  giving  ministers  a  majority  of  99  votes. 

Mr.  O’Connell  was  present  dnring  the  debate,  and  made 
an  eloquent  appeal  in  behalf  of  his  country. 

French  disavowal  of  Admiral  Thouars  in  the  Pacific. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  items  of  the  present  news  is 
that  the  French  Government  has  formally  disappioved  the  | 
condnet  ot  Admiral  Dupetit  Thouars,  in  deposing  Gueen 
Pomare,  of  the  Society  Islands,  and  has  directed  the  sove¬ 
reignly  to  be  restored  to  her,  the  French  retaining  only 
the  protectorate,  as  established  by  the  treaty  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1842. 

The  opposition  in  the  French  Chamber  of  Deputies 
made  a  vigorous  effort  to  overthrow  the  Ministry  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  disapproval  of  the  French  Admiral’s  proceed¬ 
ings — taking  the  ground,  ol  course,  that  Gueen  Pomare 
had  been  stimulated  by  the  English  to  contravene  the  trea¬ 
ty  of  1842,  and  that  the  rever.sal  of  the  admiral’s  doings 
was  decreed  through  fear  of  England.

The  first  quarterly  meeting  of  the  New-York  City 
Tract  Society,  for  the  present  year,  was  held  at  Car¬ 
mine  street  chnrch,  Monday  evening,  March  I8  h.  In- 
tereating  and  impressive  addresses  were  delivered  by 
Rev.  E.  Holt,  pastor  of  the  church.  Rev.  Dr.  Williams, 
rad  Dr.  Hatton.  The  resalts  reported  by  the  missiona- 
lies  dnring  the  last  three  months,  are  as  follows:  1089 
the  average  number  of  visiters ;  179,804  tracts  distribnt- 
ed;  352  Bibles,  and  263  Testaments  supplied  to  necessi- 
tons  persons  (on  behalt  ot  the  New-York  Bible  Society) ; 
958  volumes  from  Ward  Libraries ;  560  children  gather¬ 
ed  into  Sabbath,  and  61  into  Bible  schools;  57  persons 
gathered  into  Bible  classes,  and  3'28  induced  to  attend 
charch;  269  temperance  pledges  obtained;  387  district 
prayer  mpetings  held ;  11  backsliders  reclaimed;  74  per¬ 
sons  hopefully  convened,  and  60  converts  nnited  with 
the  churches  of  onr  Lord  and  Savior  Jesns  Christ. 

The  labors  of  this  Society  are  many,  but  its  object  is 
one :  it  is  to  win  sonls  to  Christ.  This  can  be  effected  by 
no  human  power;  but  God  effects  it  by  the  influence  of 
his  Holy  Spirit,  through  the  instrumentality  of  human 
beinp.  All  heaven  contemplates  this  object  with  pleas¬ 
ure-all  hell  feels  its  importancs.  and  every  man  should 
persne  it  as  an  object  of  all  absorbing  interest.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  with  pleasure  we  refer  to  the  hopeful  conversion  ot 
74  souls  reported  in  three  months,  and  notice  those  branch¬ 
ea  of  effort  that  the  Lord  appears  to  have  especially  hon¬ 
ored.  In  the  conversion  ot  sinners,  district  prayer-meet- 
inp  have  often  been  the  means  that  the  Lora  has  blessed, 
and  12  of  tbe  cases  now  reported  are  of  this  class;  *7 
throngh  reading  tracts ;  19  throngh  persuading  tbought- 
len  persons  to  attend  the  honse  of  God  and  hear  the  gos¬ 
pel  preached,  and  the  conversing  with  them  concerning 
the  things  they  had  heard ;  20  throngh  direct  personal  el- 
fort,  in  some  cases  of  long  continnauce ;  in  6  cases,  these 
means  were  so  blended  that  it  is  not  known  which  was 
the  most  efficacious ;  2  were  led  to  serious  reflection  and 
hopefhl  conversioa  who  had  been  reclaimed  from  intem- 
Mrance;  one  yoneg  female  through  being  induced  to 
become  a  Sablwth  school  teacher,  in  which  station  she 
felt  that  she  was  teaching  others  that  which  she  herself 
knew  only  theoretically,  and  thns  was  led  to  seek  the 
knowledge  of  Christ  experimentally ;  4  persons  were 
hopelnlly  converted  through  Christian  insiraction  given 
ttem  when  sick,  alter  which  theyli  ved  a  considerable  time, 
giving  pleasing  evidence  of  a  change  of  heart ;  and  3  oth¬ 
ers  professed  to  have  found  the  Savior  precions  to  their 
aonls,  who  lived  afterwards,  a  shorter  time,  yet  sufficient¬ 
ly  long,  to  jostify  those  who  conversed  with  them  in  the 
belief  that  they  had  been  renewed  by  Divine  grace. 
There  were  others  who  professed  to  have  experienced 
n  saving  change,  and  we  trust  really  did  experience  it, 
before  they  did,  whom  we  have  thought  it  prudent  not  to 
ennmernte,  becatue  the  time  they  lived  after  obtaining  a 
hope  waa  so  short,  that  it  afforded  but  little  opportunity 
for  examining  the  fonndation  upon  which  they  repo  ed.

Remarkable  Occurrence. — On  Friday,  the  15th  inst.,  as 
two  persons  were  digging  a  grave  in  the  bury ing-ground 
near  Mr.  Joseph  Leonard’s,  in  Griswold,  one  of  them 
discovered  a  hole  in  a  grave  near  where  they  were  dig¬ 
ging,  which  inclined  them  fo  think  there  might  be  some 
animal  within.  They  accordingly  commenced  search¬ 
ing,  and  to  their  surprise  found  a  burrow  about  two  and 
a  half  feet  below  the  surface,  from  which  they  extracted 
sixty-three  black  snakes,  which  were  from  three  to  five 
feet  and  ten  inches  in  length,  and  in  a  rather  torpid  state, 
so  that  they  soon  decapitated  them  all.  These  snakes 
would  probably  average  four  feet  each,  and  were  they 
placed  in  a  line,  would  extend  2834  feet,  or  more  than  17 
rods  in  length.— A’orwieA  Courier. 

Daring  Robbery  — The  honse  of  Rev.  Mr.  Carroll,  about 
a  mile  from  Niagara,  C,  W.  was  entered  by  three  robbers, 
di.«gaised  with  crape  on  their  faces,  on  the  night  of  Satur¬ 
day  week,  and  robbed  of  two  gold  watches  and  a  case 
containing  money.  There  were  no  persons  in  the  house 
at  the  time  except  the  housekeeper,  a  man  servant  and 
two  children,  "rhe  man  stood  perfectly  still,  completely 
cowed  by  the  threats  of  the  robbers,  but  the  housekeever 
with  her  tongue  and  hands  made  a  stout  resistance.  One 
of  the  robbers  presented  a  pistol  at  her  head,  but  it  missed 
fire,  when  he  struck  her  with  it  so  violently  as  to  bleak 
the  stock.  Upon  this  the  lady,  instead  ofyielding, attack¬ 
ed  in  her  turn,  and  clenched  her  assailant.  Both  came 
to  the  floor  together,  and  in  the  struggle  she  bit  one  of  bis 
fingers  severely,  and  tore  off  his  mask.  He  finally  extri¬ 
cated  himself  and  made  off  with  bi.s  associates.  The 
money  case  they  dropped  iu  the  hast*  of  their  retreat. 
On  Monday  a  young  man  of  highly  respectable  connec¬ 
tions  was  arrested  in  Niagara, and  identified  by  tbe  house¬ 
keeper,  by  the  wound  on  his  finger  as  one  of  the  robbeis. 
Two  others  have  been  arrested  on  suspicion. 

Melancholy  Accident. — Mr.  Dimmick  S.  Burbank, 
formerly  of  this  village,  met  a  sudden  and  violent  death, 
on  the  8ih  inst.,  at  Lindley,  Steuben  county.  On  tbe 
morning  previous  to  his  death,  he  went  to  the  woods  for 
timber,  and  not  returning  at  evening,  his  family  became 
alarmed,  and  several  of  his  neighbors  went  in  search  of 
him.  His  team  was  found  near  the  road  side.  The 
search  was  continued  with  lamps  and  torches  through 
the  night;  and  at  half  past  5  o’clock  tbe  next  morning, 
his  body  was  found  near  the  foot  of  a  tree  he  had  felled. 
A  dry  limb  had  broken  from  the  tree,  which  tell  directly 
on  his  bead,  and  it  is  presumed,  killed  him  instantly,  as 
the  skull  was  broken  and  diiven  down  upon  the  brain. — 
Binghampton  Cour.

Honor  to  an  American. — The  gallant  Commodore  Dan¬ 
iels  of  Baltimore  is  at  present  on  a  visit  to  Venezuela, 
and  was  greeted  by  the  citizens  with  a  becoming  enthu¬ 
siasm.  He  was  received  in  form  by  Gen.  Soublette,  the 
present  President  of  Venezuela,  and  welcomed  as  an  old 
companion  in  arms,  and  one  who  had  stood  nobly  by  the 
country  in  her  hour  of  peril  and  of  need- in  her  arduous 
struggle  for  independence.  Cora.  Daniels  wascommand- 
er  ot  the  besieging  squadron  off  Puerto  Cabello  in  1822, 
and  rendered  distinguished  services  to  the  Colombians, 
not  only  as  an  officer,  but  also  in  other  capacities ;  and 
it  must  be  a  source  of  pride  to  him  and  gratification  to 
bis  family  and  friends,  to  find  that  tbe  lapse  ol  years  has 
not  blotted  his  merits  and  his  services  from  the  memory 
of  the  people  of  Venezuela. 

Water  Power  of  Niagara  Falls. — Mr.  Allen,  an  engi¬ 
neer,  has  an  article  in  Silliman’s  Journal,  in  which  he 
thus  estimates  the  hydraulic  power  of  Niagara  Falls: 

The  volume  of  the  river  discharged  from  Lake  Erie  is 
estimated  equal  to  373,000  cubic  feet  of  water  per  second, 
which  he  states  is  equal  to  22  440  000  cubic  feet,  or  167  - 
862,420  gallons,  or  701,250  tons,  or  1,402,500.000  pound’s 
ot  water  fliwing  out  of  the  Lake  every  iniuate. 

To  show  the  amount  of  machinery  this  would  move,  he 
makes  the  following  statement: 

“Mr.  Baines,  of  England,  in  1835,  estimated  the  total 
quantity  of  motive  power  then  at  work  in  all  the  cotton 
milLs  in  Great  Britain,  as  equal  to  a  horse  power  of 
33,0(X);  the  wnole  motive  power  employed  in  the  woolen, 
flax,  and  other  manulactures,  as  equal  to  100,000  hor¬ 
ses;  and  the  whole  motive  power  employed  in  mining,  in 
propelling  boats,  5cc.,  as  equal  to  50,000  horses.  Thus 
Mr.  Baines  made  the  entire  motive  power  employed  in 
all  these  ways,  in  1835,  in  Great  Britain,  equal  to  194,000 
horses.  ‘ 

“  Since  1835,  this  aggregate  of  moving  power  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  increa.sed  about  20  per  cent ,  or  say  39,000 
horse  power,  making  the  entire  aggregate  of  motive 
power  now  in  use  in  Great  Britain,  in  all  the  manufac¬ 
tures  of  cotton,  wool,  flax,  5ec.  in  mining,  5cc.,  equal  to 
233,000  horse-power.  But  all  tbe  power,  the  working  of 
which  produces  so  vast  a  proportion  of  the  wealth  ot 
Great  Britain,  amounts  to  no  more  than  one-nineteentb 
of  the  motive  power  of  the  Niagara  Falls.”

“  O  King,  I  have  been  this  day  deprived  of  my  govern¬ 
ment.  My  sovereignty  has  been  violated,  and  your  Ad¬ 
miral  has  seized,  with  arms  in  hand,  on  my  territory,  he. 
cause  I  was  accused  of  not  observing  the  treaty  of  the  9ih 
ol  September,  1842. 

“  I  never  intended,  when  1  placed  my  crown  on  my 
flag,  to  condemn  tbe  said  treaty  and  insult  you,  O  King. 
I  suppose  you  will  not  consider  tbe  tact  of  my  placing 
my  crown  on  my  flag  to  be  a  crime.  Your  Admiral  only 
desired  a  slight  change  in  it,  but  had  I  acceded  to  his  dr- 
sire,  I  should  have  been  despised  by  my  great  chiefs.  I 
knew  not,  moreover,  any  article  of  the  treaty  which  regn- 
lated  the  nature  of  my  flag.  I  protest  formally  against 
the  harsh  measure  taken  by  your  Admiral ;  but  1  have 
every  confidence  in  you,  and  I  expect  my  liberation  from 
yonr  compassion,  yonr  justice,  and  your  kindness,  for  a 
powerless  sovereign. 

“  My  prayer  is  the  following :— May  the  Almighty  sof¬ 
ten  yonr  heart !  May  you  acknowledge  the  j  ustice  of  my 
claim,  and  restore  to  me  the  sovereignty  and  government 
of  my  ancestors.  May  God  bless  you,  O  King,  and  may 
yonr  reign  be  long  and  flunrishing.  Such  is  my  prayer.

The  principal  matters  with  which  the  Senate  has  been 
occnpiel  the  last  week,  are  as  follows : 

The  Oregon  Question  disposed  of 
The  debate  on  this  subject  was  continued  a  few  days, 
Mr.  Aucbeu,  of  Va.,  first  speaking  at  great  length  and  in 
an  eloquent  manner  against  Mr.  Semple’s  resolution  to 
notifv  Great  Britain  of  onr  desire  to  terminate  the  joint 
occnpancy.  Mr.  Rives  followed  on  tbe  same  side.  Mr. 
Choate  next  took  the  floor  in  reply  to  Mr.  Bnchanan,  in 
one  of  tbe  most  beautifnl  and  masterly  efforts  of  the  ses¬ 
sion,  in  favor  of  a  pacific  and  honorable  policy,  Mr. 
BucHAHAir  replied  the  next  day,  with  considerable  feeling, 
and  some  words  of  more  than  nsnal  warmth  passed  be¬ 
tween  the  honorable  gentlemen.  Mr.  Sevieu  made  the 
laal  speech,  in  favor  of  the  resolution.  The  question  was 
then  ttktn,  and  most  happily,  the  resolution  was  rejected 
by  the  decisive  vote  of  ayes  18,  nays  28.  The  vote  was 
not  a  party  vote,  and  even  Southern  Senators  opposed 
the  project,  of  which  this  was  the  incipient  step,  which 
is  a  favorable  omen.  This  is  another  evidence  of  the  fa¬ 
vorable  and  coEMrvative  operation  of  a  diversity  of  sec¬ 
tional  interests  in  onr  government.  The  debate  on  this 
qoMliM  has  been  one  ol  rare  ability  and  interest,  and  no 
one  will  regret  that  it  has  uken  place. 

Post-Office  Reform. 

Thb  subject  is  now  before  the  Senate,  Mr.  MEanicx’s 
bill  having  been  called  up  on  Friday  last.  Several 
amendments  were  offered,  one  increasing  the  nnmbsr  of 
sqnaie  inches  of  newspspers  to  be  carried  by  mail,  from 
1^  to  1600—80  at  to  cover  all  except  of  the  Brothe
